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I  HE  student  protests  at  Berkeley  have  hit 
American  education  Hke  a  second  Sputnik.  I  view 
these  events  neither  as  an  elaborate  panty  raid  nor 
as  Communist  subversion,  but  as  an  outgrowth  of 
the  increasing  maturity  of  our  nation's  students. 

Before  the  civil  rights  movement  students  re- 
garded the  college  years  as  a  last  fling  before  the 
responsibilities  of  adulthood  pressed  upon  them. 
Today's  student  regards  college  not  as  a  haven 
from  responsibility,  but  as  a  training  ground  for 
citizenship.  The  attempts  of  a  college  or  university 
to  curb  this  dialogue  with  society  is  setting  the 
stage  for  an  explosive  reaction. 

Today's  students  see  themselves  as  the  conscience 
of  the  nation.  They  are  supplying  the  energy  for 
needed  social  change.  It  is  students  who  helped 
desegregate  the  lunch  counters  of  the  South,  helped 
stimulate  interest  in  the  test  ban  treaty  and  who 
are  making  the  Peace  Corps  a  reality. 

The  growing  maturity  of  our  students  stems,  in 
part,  from  the  profound  effect  of  President  Ken- 
nedy's life  and  death.  Through  his  words  and  such 
programs  as  the  Peace  Corps,  he  showed  that  young 
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people  have  a  vital  role  to  play  in  this  nation.  His 
death  triggered  the  energies  of  thousands  of  young 
people  who  are  now  determined  to  carry  out  what 
they  believed  he  began. 

Today's  student  has  a  sense  of  mission.  But  his 
idealism  is  not  vague;  it  is  highly  practical  and 
pragmatic.  The  students  I  meet  are  skeptical  of 
those  who  talk  about  their  convictions  but  do  not 
act  on  them.  These  students,  therefore,  stress  action 
and  minimize  fanfare  of  publicity. 

I  recently  met  a  girl  who  had  returned  from  Mis- 
sissippi where  she  was  registering  Negroes  to  vote. 
She  told  me  that  the  workers  knew  that  some  of 
them  would  ha\e  to  die  before  the  American  people 
would  realize  the  extent  of  tlie  problem.  She  was 
not  an.xious  to  die.  The  idea  of  martyrdom  did  not 
appeal  to  her.  She  simply  realized  that  death  might 
be  necessan.'  if  the  project  were  to  succeed. 

A  young  Peace  Corps  Volunteer  in  India  who 
was  showing  fanners  scientific  methods  of  raising 
poultry  told  me  "There  are  no  big  problems.  A  big 
problem,  such  as  the  food  crisis,  is  nothing  more 
than  a  bunch  of  little  problems  that  pile  up.  If 
enough  people  took  care  of  the  little  problems,  the 
big  ones  would  not  e.xist.  I  am  therefore  perfectly 
content  to  be  spending  two  years  teaching  fanners 
how  to  raise  chickens." 

Both  these  young  people  seem  to  typify  the  prag- 
matic idealism  of  a  generation  of  future  leaders. 

It  would  be  a  mistake,  however,  to  assume  that 
all  students  join  the  Peace  Corps,  go  to  Mississippi 
or  protest  nuclear  tests.  A  visit  to  a  campus  shows 
that  colleges  now  have  the  widest  range  of  students 
in  the  histor)'  of  the  nation  and  that  their  interests 
and  ambitions  are  as  broad  as  those  of  the  society. 

Now  that  college  is  open  to  almost  anyone  who 
graduates  from  high  school,  many  students  are  the 
first  in  their  families  or  even  in  their  communities 
to  go  to  college.  They  may  have  limited  ambitions 
merely  because  their  experience  is  limited.  I  still 
meet  the  boy  who  wants  to  be  a  salesman  in  the 


same  company  as  his  father.  I  still  meet  the  young 
man  whose  ambition  is  to  "get  a  degree,  a  good  job 
in  advertising,  and  have  a  happily  married  life."  I 
still  meet  the  student  who  tells  me  he  wants  to 
spend  twenty  years  in  the  army,  then  retire.  I  often 
meet  a  young  man  of  ability  who  wants  to  become 
a  high  school  math  teacher  because  he  respected 
his  high  school  math  teacher  more  than  anyone  in 
his  home  town.  Such  a  young  man  presents  a  spe- 
cial challenge  to  the  university.  It  is  tlie  ta.sk  of  the 
university  not  to  discourage  this  young  man  from 
becoming  a  math  teacher,  but  to  open  to  him  the 
whole  range  of  things  which  he  might  aspire  to. 

One  thing  is  certain.  More  students  are  going 
into  teaching,  social  work,  and  politics.  They  seem 
discontent  with  merely  making  money.  The  reason 
is  that  they  can  live  comfortably  in  almost  any 
career  they  choose.  Satisfaction  and  contribution, 
therefore,  are  the  main  factors  influencing  their 
career  decision. 

Their  parents,  who  were  brought  up  in  the  De- 
pression, when  any  work  was  welcome,  feel  that 
their  children  are  spoiled  and  too  choosy.  Their 
children,  on  the  other  hand,  feel  that  their  parents 
have  settled  for  far  too  httle.  One  philosophy  major 
told  me,  "I  come  from  a  small  town  where  most  of 
the  people  don't  see  or  know  what  life  can  hold. 
They  seem  content  with  merely  existing.  I  am  not." 
The  students  I  meet  want  their  careers  to  be  an 
expression  of  their  inner  being. 

As  I  look  at  today's  students,  I  am  deeply  moved 
by  their  maturity'.  It  is  fortunate  that  they  are  ac- 
cepting responsibility  at  such  an  early  age,  for 
already  the  torch  of  leadership  is  being  passed  to 
them.

SUCCESS  AND  THE  GRADUATE  STUDENT

In  this  era  of  moon  exploration, 
computers,  automation  and  medical 
discoveries  more  college  students 
than  ever  before  are  recognizing 
that  four  years  of  diversified  study 
does  not  quench  their  thirst  for 
knowledge.  Never  before  has  the 
need  been  so  great  for  education 
beyond  the  undergraduate  level. 
And  never  before  have  so  many 
students  flocked  to  graduate 
schools  to  meet  this  need. 

In  a  recent  survey  conducted  by 
a  national  news  magazine,  a  52  per 
cent  majority  of  graduating  seniors 
interviewed  said  they  intend  to  go 
on  to  graduate  school.  As  one  stu- 
dent put  it,  "When  graduation 
comes,  I  don't  want  to  work,  come 
home  and  watch  TV.  I  fear  being 
put  on  a  shelf,  or  being  put  on  a 
path,  like  a  rat  maze,  to  go  for- 
ward to  the  next  piece  of  cheese." 

Federal  and  private  grants  now 
make  it  easier  for  today's  top  flight 
students  to  attend  graduate  school. 
But  yet,  many  find  it  challenging 
to  work  a  year  or  two  before  re- 
turning for  specialized  training.  No 
matter  what  approach  is  used,  the 
awareness  that  a  graduate  degree 
will  create  better  opportunities  and 
bring  higher  salaries  is  prevalent. 

The  number  of  Ohio  University 
graduates  of  the  last  two  years  at- 
tending graduate  school  today  is 
\irtually    impossible    to    compute. 


They  are  remaining  on  the  main 
campus  in  record  numbers,  and 
they  are  helping  to  swell  graduate 
programs  in  many  top  universities 
across  the  nation. 

But  what  of  their  capacity  to 
perform  in  graduate  programs?  Are 
they  equipped  to  do  the  quality 
work  demanded  of  the  times? 

\\'ith  these  questions  in  mind, 
we  sampled  the  records  of  ten  re- 
cent Ohio  graduates,  five  of  the 
class  of  1963  and  five  of  the  class  of 
1964.  Each  was  selected  from  a 
list  of  students  submitted  by  fac- 
ulty members  because  of  the  stu- 
dent's performance  as  an  under- 
graduate. 

All  ten  of  the  students  were  noi 
only  high  scholastically,  but  active 
in  extracurricular  activities.  Seven 
of  the  ten  were  graduated  with 
highest  honors,  meaning  they  were 
graduated  with  accumulative  av- 
erages of  3.5  (B+)  or  higher.  All 
of  them  are  presently  attending 
graduate  school. 

Jon  D.  Miller,  '63,  started  win- 
ning academic  achievement  awards 
in  high  school.  In  his  senior  year, 
the  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  native  was 
elected  to  the  National  Honor  So- 
ciety and  later  was  named  recipient 
of  tiie  $2500  Williams  Manufactur- 
ing Company  Scholarship. 

At  Ohio,  Miller  was  elected  to 
Phi    Eta    Sigma,    Omicron    Delta 
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Kappa  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He 
participated  in  the  Honors  Program 
and  was  graduated  summa  cum 
laude  with  special  honors  in  gov- 
ernment. Now  a  Danforth  Fellow 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  Miller 
is  seeking  a  Ph.D.  in  political 
science.  He  was  awarded  the 
Master  of  Arts  degree  in  March. 

Miller's  list  of  activities  included 
treasurer  and  president  of  tlie 
Young  Democratic  Club,  treasurer 
of  the  YMCA,  president  of  Pi 
Gamma  Mu,  member  of  the  Varsity 
Debate  Team  and  Men's  Judicial 
Board,  a  member  of  the  national 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Collegiate 
Council  for  the  United  Nations, 
and  Ohio  University  delegate  to  the 
Little  United  Nations  Assembly  at 
Indiana  University  where  he  won 
tlie  outstanding  delegate  trophy. 

During  his  summer  vacations 
Miller  worked  as  Administrative 
Assistant  to  the  Mayor  of  Lake- 
wood,  Ohio;  Legislative  Assistant 
to  Senator  Stephen  Young  of  Ohio; 
and  Director  of  the  Democratic 
Finance  Committee  of  Cuyahoga 
County.  He  and  his  wife,  the  for- 
mer Faye  Warren,  '62,  attended 
the  1964  Democratic  National  Con- 


vention in  Atlantic  City  as  honored 
guests  of  the  national  committee. 
Miller  isn't  sure  just  what  his 
future  will  be.  "When  I  finish  here 
at  Chicago,  I  plan  to  teach  in  col- 
lege. But  I  am  also  very  interested 
in  politics  and  will  probably  move 
from  teaching  to  politics  and  back 
again  periodically." 

Thomas  G.  Widdoes,  son  of  Ohio 
Tennis  Coach  Carroll  Widdoes,  will 
graduate  next  month  from  the  Har- 
vard Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration.  A  star  defensive 
halfback  for  the  Bobcat  football 
team,  he  was  graduated  from  Ohio 
in  1963  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  Electrical  engineering. 
He  was  a  member  of  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa,  Eta  Kappa  Nu,  sec- 
retary and  president  of  Sigma  Chi 
social  fraternity,  vice  president  of 
Varsity  "O",  and  a  member  of  the 
Men's  Disciplinary  Committee.  He 
is  married  to  the  former  Barbara 
Sevems,  a  1963  Ohio  graduate. 

Dawn  Karen  Perry  is  continuing 
her  education  as  a  graduate  asso- 
ciate in  biological  sciences  at  Pur- 
due University.  She  was  graduated 
from  Ohio  with  highest  honors  in 
1963  with  a  bachelor  of  science  in 
education  degree.  The  daughter  of 
Dr.  Donald  E.  Perry,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  industrial  arts  at  Ohio, 
Miss  Perry  was  a  member  of  the 
International  Club,  Kappa  Delta 
Pi,  and  Chi  Psi  Omega. 

Robert  W.  Russell,  '63,  received 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree  from 
Tufts  University  in  1964  and  is 
now  a  graduate  student  in  the 
Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Di- 
plomacy, Tufts  University,  Med- 
ford,  Massachusetts.  At  Ohio  he 
was  a  member  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma, 
Pi  Gamma  Mu,  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and 
Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  was  graduated 
with  highest  honors  with  a  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  degree.  Russell  is  mar- 
ried to  the  former  Lelia  Roberts, 
a  1963  Ohio  graduate. 
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Karen  Jenkins,  also  a  1963  alum- 
nus, is  presently  attending  the 
graduate  school  of  public  and  inter- 
national iifFairs  at  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh.  A  native  of  Falls 
Church,  Virginia,  she  was  gradu- 
ated with  highest  honors  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  She  was 
a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi 
Kappa  Phi,  Pi  Beta  Phi,  Pi  Gamma 
Mu,  and  Phi  Alpha  Theta. 

Next  month,  Robert  Somers,  '64, 
wiU  leave  for  Taiwan,  Formosa, 
where  he  will  spend  a  period  of 
time  studying  Chinese  history  and 
language.  A  graduate  student  at 
the  East-West  Center  at  The  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii,  he  was  awarded 
a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  to 
continue  his  education. 

"I  first  studied  Far  Eastern  his- 
tory with  Dr.  John  Cady  at  Ohio 
University,"  writes  Somers.

TEACHING 
THE  SUPERIOR  STUDENT

Small  classes  provide  atmosphere  for  intellectual  dialogue  and  motivation.  Dr. 
David  L.  Russell,  associate  professor  of  psychology,  teaches  an  Honors  section. 


The  charge  has  been  leveled  at 
higher  education  that  its  most  se- 
rious problem  has  been  the  neglect 
of  the  superior  or  gifted  student. 
We  shall  neither  confirm  nor  deny 
this  accusation.  However,  America 
can  boast  that  never  in  history  has 
any  country  ever  educated  so  large 
a  percentage  of  its  youth  to  such 
a  high  level.  Because  of  this  vast 
educational  effort,  there  was  fos- 
tered a  lowering  of  academic  stand- 
iu-ds  not  only  in  the  classrooms  but 
also  in  the  curricula  of  the  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  United 
States. 

Historically,  America's  univer- 
sity system  originated  when  a  small 
segment  of  high  school  graduates 
attended  college.  Program,  subject 
matter,  and  standards  of  achieve- 


ment were,  in  general,  established 
for  the  more  promising  student. 
However,  due  partly  to  the  long 
range  American  ideal  of  making 
higher  education  possible  for  all 
desiring  it,  and  partly  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  persons  able  to 
afford  higher  education,  a  larger 
percentage  of  secondary  school 
graduates  continue  formal  educa- 
tion in  colleges  or  universities. 

The  need  of  education  beyond 
the  high  school  was  demonstrated 
most  dramatically  by  the  United 
States  involvement  in  World  War 
II.  Thousands  of  men  and  women 
who  had  never  anticipated  a  col- 
lege career  found  themselves  en- 
gaged with  highly  technical  equip- 
ment and  traveling  in  countries 
possessing  strange  and  e.xciting  cul- 


tures. They  became  convinced  of 
the  need  for  greater  educational 
training  and  experiences.  The  gov- 
ernment, by  providing  the  GI  bill, 
made  higher  education  a  reality  for 
countless  veterans.  The  influx  of 
the  veteran  to  the  campus  alerted 
faculty  and  administrators  to  the 
fact  that  a  new  day  was  dawning 
in  higher  education. 

For  many  years  Ohio  University's 
faculty  and  administration  have 
been  concerned  with  the  problems 
confronting  the  superior  student  in 
an  academic  atmosphere  in  which 
(due  to  the  circumstances  of  Amer- 
ican education)  the  emphasis  has 
been  on  training  the  average  stu- 
dent. Approximately  20  years  ago 
there  was  established  within  the 
University  a  program  designed  ex- 
pressly for  students  of  superior 
ability.  This  operation,  called 
"Honors  Work  Program,"  has  de- 
veloped and  flourished  in  a  modest 
manner  during  those  intervening 
years.  Currently  it  is  available  to 
all  junior  and  senior  students 
demonstrating  high  ability  and 
achievement;  that  is,  those  having 
a  B  average  or  above.  In  view  of 
increasing  enrollments  and  the 
greater  number  of  superior  stu- 
dents attracted  to  the  University, 
the  faculty  and  administration  rea- 
lized a  few  years  ago  that  this  pro- 
gram was  not  sufficient  and  there 
existed  a  need  to  develop  it  to  a 
greater  capacity  and  depth. 

Consequently,  in  the  fall  of  1964 
an  Honors  College  with  programs 
designed  specifically  for  superior 
students  was  established.  A  funda- 
mental hypothesis  of  the  Honors 
College  is  that  students  demon- 
strating a  high  potential  of  intellec- 
tual achievement  are  to  be  offered 
an  educational  program  in  keeping 
with  their  capabilities.  The  cur- 
ricula of  the  Honors  College  pro- 
vide for  honors  classes  in  various 
disciplines,  an  opportimity  for  su- 
pervised independent  and  tutorial 
study,  and  the  development  of  the 
talents  and  techniques  required  for 
creative  research. 
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The  Honors  College  program  is 
of  three  years  duration.  Students 
are  accepted  into  tlie  College  at 
the  beginning  of  their  sophomore 
year  if  they  have  earned  at  least 
a  3.5  freshman  average.  In  addi- 
tion, they  must  reflect  during  a 
personal  interview  the  willingness 
to  accept  the  challenge  of  inde- 
pendent study  and  the  quest  for 
excellence.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
secure  students  who  can  profit  most 
from  the  intellecti:al  dialogue 
available  in  high  qualit\'  curricula. 

Students  elected  participate  dur- 
ing their  sophomore  year  in  depth 
courses  available  only  to  Honors 
College  students.  These  courses  are 
in  the  areas  of  humanities,  social 
sciences,  and  mathematics.  Enroll- 
ment in  each  section  is  restricted 
to  fifteen  or  fewer  students.  Thus 
the  instructor  is  able  to  establish 
an  intellectual  dialogue,  atmos- 
phere, and  motivation  to  the  stu- 
dent which  is  not  possible  in  a 
large  lecture  section. 

An  objective  of  the  Honors  Col- 
lege is  to  free  the  superior  or  gifted 
student  from  a  Procrustean  bed  of 
academic  requirements.  To  achieve 
this  end,  the  Honors  College  keeps 
a  sentinel  watch  on  its  programs 
and  maintains  in  them  a  high 
degree  of  flexibility.  Students  com- 
pleting tlie  Honors  College  grad- 
uate as  mature,  responsible  individ- 
uals capable  of  pursuing  further 
academic  goals  or  assuming  posi- 
tions of  leadership  and  trust  into 
today's  world.  Continuous  interest, 
guidance,  and  appraisal  of  the 
work  in  the  college  are  assisting 
and  strengthening  and  developing 
a  stronger  and  more  wholesome 
academic  climate  throughout  Oliio 
University. 

By  the  end  of  his  sopliomore 
year,  the  student  selects  a  faculty 
advisor  in  the  area  of  his  major  to 
direct  his  remaining  program.  Dur- 
ing the  junior  year  the  student  be- 
gins a  program  of  independent  and 
tutorial  study  under  his  advisor's 
supervision.  Thus,  the  student  gains 


the  background  and  experiences 
fundamental  and  necessary  to  ini- 
tiate the  senior  year  bachelor's 
thesis.  The  senior  year  effort  is 
concentrated  on  individual  or  tu- 
torial study  as  well  as  the  thesis. 
As  a  student  works  with  his  ad- 
visor during  his  junior  and  senior 
years,  a  close  friendship  develops 
which  is  profitable  to  each.  For 
the  student  tlie  opportimity  to  have 
the  attention  of  a  faculty  member 
in  planning  a  program,  directing 
his  study  and  encouraging  liim  to 
greater  efforts  results  in  the  estab- 
lishing of  habits  and  a  friendship 
which  can  be  useful  in  his  ultimate 
career.  The  faculty  member  bene- 
fits from  the  enthusiasm,  zeal  and 
intuition  which  are  demonstrated 
by  the  flexible  mind  of  youth. 

The  honors  thesis,  with  modifica- 
tions, has  been  a  part  of  Ohio 
University'  honors  programs  since 
their  inception  in  1945.  Irrefutable 
evidence  has  been  presented 
through  the  years  that  superior 
undergraduate  students  can,  with 
proper  motivation  and  guidance, 
do  research  comparable  to  that  re- 
quired at  the  Master's  degree  level. 
The  continuation  and  extension  of 
the  emphasis  on  research  are  fun- 
damental to  the  success,  not  only 
of  the  Honors  College,  but  also  of 
the   University. 

Superior  or  gifted  students  have 
every  resource  of  the  University 
made  available  to  them.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  provide  the  chal- 
lenge and  motivations  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  remain  top  scholars 
and  to  become  leaders.  It  is  to  this 
end  the  Honors  College  program 
is  aimed.  So  the  students  receive 
the  greatest  possible  breadth  and 
depth  in  their  fields  of  concentra- 
tion and  related  areas  while  being 
exposed  by  means  of  honors 
courses  to  other  disciplines  neces- 
sary to  amplify  the  educational 
experience.  Throughout  the  three 
undergraduate  years  a  student  is 
enrolled  in  the  Honors  College,  he 
is  encouraged  to  continue  his  edu- 
cation at  the  graduate  level. 


It  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  em- 
phasis on  the  intellectual  phases  of 
instruction  will  minimize  the  at- 
tempts to  secure  comparable,  emo- 
tional, and  physical  development. 
Honors  College  students  are  en- 
couraged to  participate  in  extra 
curricula  activities  and  to  take 
advantage  of  cultural  and  social 
opportunities  made  available  on 
the  campus.  Students  motivated  to 
greater  scholastic  achievement  in 
the  colleges  and  universities  today 
retain  these  habits  imd  in  their 
later  lives  pursue  their  chosen  vo- 
cations with  more  determination 
and  self  reliance. 

The  Honors  College  is  more 
than  a  device  to  produce  a  change 
or  transformation  in  the  external 
image  of  Ohio  University.  The  pro- 
gram, strongly  endorsed  by  Presi- 
dent Vernon  R.  Alden,  has  been 
constructed  to  provide  enriclunent 
and  intellectual  stimulation  for  the 
superior  gifted  students  of  the  in- 
stitution. These  students,  by  the 
flexibiUty  of  their  programs,  form 
the  curriculum  experimental  arm 
of  the  university. 

Changes  in  educational  processes 
come  slowly  and  deliberately.  The 
Honors  College,  with  departures 
from  accepted  and  mundane  pro- 
cedures, can  meet  effectively  the 
intellectual  needs  of  a  changing 
and  growing  body  of  students. 
These  changes  come  about  through 
experimentation  with  the  talented. 
The  experiences  of  experimentation 
are  more  valuable  to  superior  stu- 
dents than  the  traditional  lectures 
of  three  and  four  credit  hour 
courses.  Honors  methods  and  ap- 
proaches, and  their  extension  to  a 
larger  segment  of  students  than  the 
very  top  achievers,  are  an  integral 
ingredient  of  the  institutional  com- 
mitment of  Ohio  University.  Sub- 
stantial alterations  and  improve- 
ments in  teaching  techniques  in 
die  various  curricula  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity will  evolve  as  a  result  of 
procedures  and  processes  intro- 
duced initially  through  courses  and 
programs  in  the  Honors  College.

Alumni  returning  to  the  campus 
for  various  summer  events  will  be 
able  to  enjoy  the  results  of  private 
investment  in  university-oriented 
facihties. 

Lakeview  Community  Center, 
first  of  its  kind  in  Southern  Ohio, 
opened  in  February,  to  serve  the 
University,  as  well  as  the  commu- 
nity of  Southeastern  Ohio.  Built  by 
Rumac,  Inc.,  at  the  northeast  edge 
of  the  Ohio  campus,  the  unique 
center  features  a  restaurant,  snack 
bars,  dancing  areas,  bowling, 
pocket  billiards,  indoor  miniature 
golf,  and  meeting-party  rooms. 

President  of  Rumac  is  Dwight  H. 
Rutherford,  Athens  insurance  ex- 
ecutive and  a  1926  graduate  of 
Ohio  University.  Charles  McGreevy 
of  Columbus  is  treasurer  of  the 
firm,  and  Duane  Bump,  a  1964 
Ohio  graduate,  is  general  manager 
of  the  Center. 

In  addition  to  its  facilities  for  the 
general  public,  the  Center  has  a 
golf  pro  shop  which  has  been 
leased  by  Ohio  University  and  will 
be  available  for  alumni  using  the 
University  course,  currently  being 
expanded  to   an   18-hole  layout. 

The  Center's  colonial  design  is 
accented  by  a  si.x-piUared  entrance- 
way  and  lines  of  archway  windows. 
It  is  centered  on  a  large  plot  that 
includes  parking  for  400  cars. 

Rumac  also  built  a  Lakeview 
Apartments  complex,  which  has 
helped  relieve  the  faculty  and  mar- 
ried student  housing  problem.  The 
si.vth  apartment  building  in  the 
complex  is  underway,  and  expected 
to  be  finished  by  September. 
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Alumni  returning  jot  the  Third  Annual  Alumni  College  July  11-17  will  slay  in  the  beautiful  Ohio  University  liin.  Built  hy  Trustee 
John  \V.  Galbreath,  the  Inn  contains  150  sleeping  rooms.  Featured  above  is  the  dining  room  on  the  main  floor. 


At  the  opposite  side  of  the 
campus,  just  south  of  the  athletic 
fields  is  the  Ohio  University  Inn, 
built  by  the  John  Galbreath  Com- 
pany and  opened  last  fall  (Ohio 
Alumnus,  Oct.  1964). 

The  Inn,  which  contains  150 
sleeping  rooms,  a  ballroom,  dining 
room,  seminar  and  conference 
rooms,  and  a  swimming  pool,  will 
be  headquarters  for  the  annual 
Alumni  College  July  11-17. 

Alumni  also  are  invited  to  in- 
spect Bromley  Hall,  a  nine-story 
privately  financed  dormitory  near- 
ing  construction  at  the  comer  of 
Congress  and  South  Union  Streets. 

Constructed  by  Tishman  Realty 
and  Construction  Co.  of  New  York, 
Bromley  Hall  represents  two  firsts 
for  Ohio:  The  first  privately  fi- 
nanced and  operated  dormitory, 
and  the  tallest  college  dormitory 
ever  to  rise  on  the  campus. 

Robert  V.  Tishman,  president  of 
Tishman  Realty',  said  his  organiza- 
tion selected  Ohio  University  for 
its  first  effort  in  the  college  dormi- 
tory field  because  of  the  clear-cut 
need  for  new  facilities  to  meet  a 
rapidly  rising  enrollment,  the  avail- 
ability of  a  desirable  site,  and  sup- 
port given  by  the  University. 

The  first  floor  will  include  the 
main  lounge,  dining  hall  and 
kitchen,  administrative  and  student 
government  offices  and  the  house- 
mother's and  superintendent's 
apartments.  A  study  lounge,  music 
room,  recreation  room  and  social 
lounge  will  be  located  on  a  mezza- 


nine floor.  A  lower  level  will  in- 
clude a  student  snack  bar,  swim- 
ming pool  and  laundry  area,  as  well 
as  an  area  for  commercial  stores. 

Each  bedroom  floor  will  contain 
a  study  lounge,  a  meeting  room  and 
typing  room. 

Scheduled  for  completion  in  time 
for  the  1965-66  academic  year, 
Bromlev  Hall  will  house  581  men 


and  women.  Graduate  student 
counselors  will  be  selected  by  the 
University  just  as  they  are  for  uni- 
versity-owned dormitories. 

Through  its  cooperative  efforts 
with  private  financing,  Ohio  Uni- 
versity is  making  a  pioneering  move 
toward  solving  some  of  the  prob- 
lems that  cannot  be  met  with  state- 
appropriated  funds.

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Smith  has  been  named  an  Honorary  Ohio

Ohio  Tops  Redskins  76-71  In  MAC  Playoff; 
Haley,  Brown  and  Hilt  Sparkle  In  Victory 


Way  back  on  January  13,  after 
Ohio  had  absorbed  a  58-48  loss  to 
Miami  at  Oxford,  Bobcat  mentor 
Jim  Snyder  knew  that  another 
league  loss  would  eliminate  his 
team  from  the  Mid-American  title 
race.  Adding  to  his  woes  was  the 
fact  Ohio  still  had  seven  MAC 
contests  to  play,  five  at  home  and 
two  on  the  road. 

On  February  17  Miami  came  into 
Athens  with  an  unblemished  league 
slate  and  probably  the  finest  team 
ever  to  wear  the  red  and  white. 
Ohio  still  had  only  tlie  loss  to  the 
Redskins  marring  its  record,  but 
the  8100  who  jammed  Grover  Cen- 
ter that  night  knew  another  loss  to 
Miami  would  end  the  title  chase. 
The  Bobcats  won  65-55,  creating 
for  the  first  time  talk  of  a  playofiF 
game  to  decide  the  representative 
to  the  NCAA  tournament. 

When  the  Bobcats  drubbed  To- 
ledo 87-61  in  the  season  finale, 
MAC  Commissioner  Robert  James 
announced  that  Ohio  and  Miami 
would  meet  Monday,  March  8  at 
the  University  of  Dayton  Field- 
house  to  determine  the  league  rep- 
resentative to  the  tourney  at  Bowl- 
ing Green,  Ky.,  the  following  night. 
Ironically,  the  winner  was  to  play 
the  University  of  Dayton  in  the 
first  round  of  the  Mid-East  Re- 
gional. 

"There  is  no  home  court  advan- 
tage this  time,"  remarked  Ohio's 
Snyder.  It  didn't  matter  to  him  that 
Miami  had  played  on  the  Dayton 
court  earlier  in  the  season,  losing 
to  the  Flyers  by  a  single  point. 

A  crowd  well  in  excess  of  the 
5800  capacity  jammed  the  Dayton 
Fieldhouse.  Miami  roared  into  an 


early  9-1  lead  before  Ohio  began 
to  find  the  range.  The  Redskins, 
however,  kept  the  upper  hand  and 
led  33-28  at  halftime.  The  Bobcats 
did  manage  to  tie  tlie  contest  on 
several  occasions  in  the  first  20 
minutes,  but  they  never  took  the 
lead. 

The  'Skins  kept  the  lead,  once 
as  high  as  eight  points,  until  a  25- 
foot  jump  shot  by  sophomore  sub- 
stitute Dave  Bro\vn  put  the  Bob- 
cats ahead  for  the  first  time,  48-46, 
with  12:24  remaining. 

Both  teams  exchanged  baskets 
before  Miami  gained  a  three-point 
advantage,  58-55,  for  the  last  time 
on  a  twisting  layup  by  guard  Skip 
Snow.  But  a  12-footer  by  Brown 
and  a  jumper  by  Mike  Haley  put 
the  Bobcatc  ahead  59-58  at  the 
6;49  mark  and  they  were  never  be- 
hind or  caught  again. 

Haley  and  Brown  continued  to 
do  the  bulk  of  the  Oluo  scoring. 
In  one  stretch  down  to  the  wire 
Haley  hit  five  straight  points  and 
Brown  eight.  Brown's  last  basket 
gave  the  Bobcats  a  70-62  lead  with 
2;38  left.  The  final  score,  76-71, 
gave  Snyder  his  fourth  title  or  co- 
title  in  the  last  six  years. 

Haley  led  all  scorers  with  19 
points,  followed  closely  by  Brown 
with  18  and  Don  Hilt  with  17. 

"It  was  a  great  team  effort,  our 
kids  were  a  real  gutty  outfit,"  said 
a  jubilant  Snyder  after  the  game. 
"Everybody  did  a  great  job — Hilt 
came  up  with  the  key  rebounds, 
Brown  got  the  key  baskets,  Haley's 
defense  of  Jeff  Gehring  (Miami's 
leading  scorer)  was  superb,  and 
Davis  did  a  good  job  on  Charlie 
Coles." 


Weary  Bobcats  Lose  Opener 
In  NCAA  Regional  Tourney 

A  weary  band  of  Bobcats,  play- 
ing their  third  game  in  four  nights, 
frittered  away  a  five  point  lead, 
61-56,  with  2:46  to  go  and  finally 
lost  to  a  fresher  Dayton  team,  66- 
65,  in  the  opening  round  of  the 
NCAA  Mid-East  Regional  at  Bowl- 
ing Green,  Ky. 

Poor  free  throw  shooting  marked 
Ohio's  downfall,  as  Jim  Snyder's 
crew  shot  a  dismal  66  percent  to 
87  percent  for  the  Flyers.  The  out- 
come wasn't  decided  until  the  final 
seconds,  and  then  it  was  the  foul 
shooting  that  told  the  tale. 

With  seven  seconds  left  to  go 
and  Dayton  leading  64-63,  Ohio's 
Don  Hilt  was  fouled  as  the  Bob- 
cats were  working  for  the  last  shot. 
After  a  delay  of  nearly  five  minutes 
to  fix  the  scoreboard  clock.  Hilt 
missed  the  charity  toss  and  Day- 
ton's Bob  Sullivan  got  the  rebound 
and  was  immediately  fouled.  He 
converted  both  free  throws  giving 
the  Flyers  a  66-63  lead  with  only 
one  second  remaining.  Ohio's  John 
Schroeder  took  a  floor  length  pass 
and  stuffed  the  last  basket,  but  it 
was  all  in  vain. 

Hilt  lead  Ohio  scoring  with  19 
points,  followed  closely  by  Schroed- 
er's  16,  Mike  Hammond's  15  and 
Mike  Haley's  11. 

Swimmers  Win  MAC  Title 

The  four-man  400-yard  freestyle 
relay  team  composed  of  Ray  Ran- 
dall, Dave  Parker,  Harry  Green- 
field and  Dick  Merritt  broke  three 
records  in  the  final  event  to  give 
Ohio  University  the  1965  Mid- 
American Conference  swimming 
title. 

The  Bobcats  trailed  host  Western 
Michigan  by  four  points  going  into 
the  final  race,  but  when  the  splash- 
ing ended  the  Ohio  quartet  had  set 
a  new  MAC  record  with  their  time 
of  3:19.5.  The  old  conference  mark 
was  3:22.6  set  by  Miami  last  year. 
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OHIO  103    MARSHALL  85 

Marshall's  "run-run-run"  oflFense 
gave  Ohio  trouble  for  the  first  15 
minutes,  but  after  that  it  was  no 
contest.  The  Bobcats  broke  away 
from  a  33-33  tie  with  five  minutes 
left  in  the  half  to  outscore  the  vis- 
itors from  Huntington  21-3  and 
lead  54-36  at  halftime.  The  margin 
increased  to  20  early  in  the  second 
stanza  before  Marshall  caught  fire 
and  narrowed  the  gap  to  four, 
70-66,  with  eight  minutes  left.  The 
Bobcats  caught  fire  again,  and 
when  the  smoke  settled  Jim  Sny- 
der's crew  had  its  third  100-point 
performance  of  the  season.  John 
Schroeder  and  Tom  Davis  tied  for 
scoring  honors  with  21,  with  Mike 
Haley  adding  19  and  Don  Hilt  16. 

OHIO  86    NOTRE  DAME  94 

The  Fighting  Irish  outmuscled 
the  Bobcats  in  a  rugged  contest 
played  at  South  Bend.  Do\vn  by  as 
many  as  24  points  in  the  second 
half,  Ohio  came  roaring  back  to 
within  five  before  the  rally  died. 
Powerful  Don  Hilt  garnered  33 
points,  a  career  high  in  a  season  of 
career  highs  for  the  senior  co-cap- 
tain from  Cleveland.  The  Bobcats 
lost  the  rebound  battle,  something 
that  rarely  happened  to  Jim  Sny- 
der's squad  this  season. 

OHIO  65  MIAMI  55 
An  overflow  crowd  of  8100,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  Grover 
Center,  saw  the  Bobcats  use  their 
favorite  weapon  in  defeating  the 
Redskins.  This  one  was  labeled 
"the  game  of  the  year,"  and  Ohio's 
strong  rebounding  proved  the  dif- 
ference. The  threesome  of  Don 
Hilt,  Mike  Haley,  and  John 
Schroeder  pulled  do\\Ti  48  of  Ohio's 
68  rebounds,  while  Miami  could 
manage  only  38  caroms.  The  Bob- 
cats   held    a    slim    29-25    halftime 


lead,  but  tlic  offense  went  into  high 
gear  in  the  second  stanza  with 
Hilt  and  Haley  at  the  controls. 

Hilt  led  all  scorers  with  16 
points,  and  Schroeder  and  Haley 
chimed  in  with  13  and  12  respec- 
tively.

Cold  shooting,  a  lack  of  rebound- 
ing, and  numerous  turnovers  all 
went  into  the  kettle  together  and 
the  results  produced  Ohio's  worst 
defeat  of  the  season.  The  almost 
unbelievable  collapse  of  the  Ohio 
offensive  machine  in  the  second- 
half— 19  points  in  20  minutes— had 
even  the  staunchest  of  Bobcat 
backers  shaking  their  heads.  Ohio 
led  by  as  many  as  14  in  the  first 
half  and  held  a  40-33  halftime  ad- 
vantage. Don  Hilt  led  Bobcat  scor- 
ers with  16,  with  sophomores  Mike 
Hammond  and  John  Schroeder 
adding  14  and  10  respectively. 

OHIO  84    LOYOLA  OF  CHICAGO  76 

Don  Hilt  tallied  25  points  and 
grabbed  off  24  rebounds  as  the 
Bobcats  raced  to  their  16th  win  of 
the  season.  Ohio  broke  away  from 
a  41-41  deadlock  at  halftime  and 
went  ahead  by  as  many  as  11 
before  the  Ramblers  narrowed  the 
gap  to  76-74  with  less  than  three 
minutes  remaining.  Two  straight 
buckets  by  Hilt,  however,  sealed 
the  verdict  and  gave  Ohio  its  24th 
straight  home  victory'.  Mike  Haley 
and  Tom  Davis  added  scoring  sup- 
port, each  tossing  in  16  points. 

OHIO  95  KENT  STATE  75 
Ohio  captured  its  25th  straight 
Grover  Center  victory  behind  the 
29  point  performance  of  Mike 
■Quiet  Man"  Haley.  The  Ports- 
moudi  senior  tallied  13  in  the  first 
20  minutes  as  the  Bobcats  led  44-35 
at  intermission.  Don  Hilt,  needing 


20  points  to  tie  and  21  to  break  the 
career  scoring  record  established 
last  year  by  Jerry  Jackson,  '64, 
tallied  19  and  grabbed  off  15  re- 
bounds. The  game  was  the  final 
contest  at  home  for  Haley,  Hilt, 
Tom  Davis,  Lloyd  Buck,  Joe  Barry, 
and  Gary  Lashley.

Ohio,  needing  a  victory  to  tie 
Miami  for  the  Mid- American  Con- 
ference championship,  used  a 
stingy  defense  and  hot-shooting  to 
down  the  Rockets  at  Toledo.  When 
the  firing  was  finally  over,  a  weary 
Eddie  Melvin,  retiring  Rocket 
coach,  called  the  Bobcats  "the  best 
visiting  team  to  come  to  Toledo's 
fieldhouse  in  my  11  years  here." 

The  Bobcats  raced  to  a  39-19 
halftime  lead,  and  from  then  on  the 
outcome  was  never  in  doubt.
